IND in the ſtomach and inteſtines, heart-burning, 
W ſour belchings, ſqueamiſhneſs, and vomiting of 
watery ſtuff; tough phlegm, or a black liquor like the 
grounds of coffee; want of appetite and uncommon craving 
for food, and indigeſtion or debility ; faintneſs and ſenſe of 
great emptitieſs about the ſtomach when hungry; a ſtrong 
deſire for rare and uncommon ſorts of food, or for things 
that can afford no nouriſhment; a viſible ſwelling or inflam- 
mation of the ſtomach, eſpecially after eating; ſometimes 
with cramps in that viſcus; an oppreſſion about the præcor- 


dia; an uneaſy tho! not painful ſenſation about the ſtomach, 


attended with low ſpirits, anxiety and ſcmetimes great 
timidity;

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timidity; ſtrong pulſations within the belly; ſpaſms in the 

bowels and diſtenſions of ſeveral portions of them ; violent 
_ colic pains; a rumbling noiſe from wind paſſing through 
the inteſtines; the body ſometimes too lax, oftner bound; 
pains in the back and belly, reſembling thoſe of the nephi- 
ritic kind ; a ſenſe of irritation and heat in the neck of the 
bladder and urethra, with a frequent deſire to make water; 
a great diſcharge of limpid urine, at other times a frequent 
ſpitting. Sudden fluſhes of heat over the whole body; 
ſhiverings, a ſenſe of cold in certain parts, as if water was 
poured on them; at other times an unuſual glow ; flying 
pains in the arms and limbs; a troubleſome pain in the 
back and between the ſhoulders ; pains, attended with hot 
ſenſation, ſhifting, often from the {des or back to the inte- 
rior parts of the abdomen; cramps, or convulſive motions 
of the muſcles, or of a few of their fibres; ſudden ſtartings 
of the legs and arms; almoſt.conitant involuntary motions 
of the muſcles of the neck and head, or arms and legs; a 
general convulſion, affecting at once the ftomach, bowels, 
throat, legs, arms, and indeed almoſt the whole members of 
the body, in which the patient ſtruggles as in a violent 
epileptic fit; long faintings, in ſome caſes following one 
another after ſhort intervals; palpitations or trembling of 


the heart; the pulſe very variable, frequently natural; 


ſometimes uncommonly flow, at other times quick; of- 
tener ſmall chan full, and on certain occaſions irregular 
and intermitting: a dry cough, with difficulty of breathing 
with a conſtritien of the lungs, ſometimes returning pe- 
riodically, yawning, the hiccup, frequent ſighings and a 
ſenſe of ſuffocation as if from a ball or lump in the throat; 
fits of crying and convulſive laughing; although in the 
day time the patients are more generally pretty cool, and

the pulſe fometimes ſlower than natural, yet in the night, 
eſpecially in the time of ſleep, hot fluſhings often 

ſpread over the whole body; the pulſe becomes quic ker and 

ſtronger, and a faintneſs or ſome degree of ſickneſs at the 
ſtomach is felt. 

A giddinefs, eſpecially after rifing up haſtily ; pains in 

the head ſometimes returning periodically; a violent pain 

in a ſmall part of the head, not larger than a ſhilling, as if 

2 nail was driven into it; ſinging in the ears; a dimneſs of 

fight and appearance of a thick miſt, without any viſible 

fault of the eyes. Objects are fometimes ſeen double, and 

unuſual ſmells are perceived; obftinate watchings, attend- 

ed ſometimes with uneaſineſs which is not to be deſcribed, 
but which is leſſened by getting out of bed; diſturbed 

ſleep; frightful dreams; the night-mare; ſometimes drow- 

ſineſs and too great inclination to ſleep, fear, peeviſhneſs, 

fadneſs, deſpair; at other times high ſpirits; wandering 

thoughts, impaired memory, ridiculous fancies; ſtrange 
perſuaſions of their labouring under diſeaſes of which they 

'S are quite free, and imagining their complaints to be as dange- 
rous as they find them tronbleſome; they are often angry - 
with thoſe who would convince them of their miſtake, 

Patients, after having been long afflicted with many of 

theſe ſymptcms (for all of them never happened to any 
one perſon) ſometimes fall into melancholly, madneſs, 
the black jaundice, a dropſy, tympany, conſumption, pal- 
ſy, apoplexy, or ſome other fatal diſtemper.

and bowels. An increaſed ſecretion of ſalvia, from an 
irritation of the veſſels of the ſalivary glands; a ball of 
wind in the throat; a ſpaſmodic aſthma in the lungs ; 
palpitations and irregular motions in the heart; an ex- 
ceſſive flow of pale urine, or ſometimes nephritic pains in 
the kidneys; a hemicrania or pain in one half of the head; 
the calvus hyſtericus, or ſhooting pains in the head. Be- 
ſides theſe, I have ſeen many other ſymptoms occaſioned 
by an imperfect or an irregular gout ; ſuch as delirium or 
mania ; an inflammation in one of the tonſils of the throat; 


a troubleſome dyſuria, or frequent deſire to make water; 
a violent itching between the toes; a ſevere pain about the 


cartilago enſiformis, or breaſt bone, returning twice or 
thrice a day, eſpecially. upon any ſtrong affection of the 
mind or effort of the body, and ſometimes attended with 
a painful ſenſation in the middle of each arm; a ſenſe of 
burning heat over the ſurface of the body, except the 
legs, while in the mean time the ſkin was fearcely ſenſi- 
bly hotter than in a ſtate of health, and the pulſe was un- 
der eighty in a miuute, In one patient I met with a 
ſight, but frequent returning gonorrhea, from a gouty 
humour falling in the veſſels of the urethra; and in an 
other, an unealy itching of the ſcrotum, I have ſeen threc 
caſes of a ſharp pain in the teſticles, from the ſame cauſe. 
In one of theſe there was a conſiderable ſwelling along 
with the pain, both which went off upon the gout com- 
ing into both the feet. | 
All this is confirmed by obferving that perſons, who 
have been but little troubled before with theſe ſymptoms, 
commonly called neryous, upon the rheumatic, or rather

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gouty pains, leaving their feet, hands or loins, have been 
ſeized with an irregular intermitting pulſe, giddineſs, 
faintneſs, difficulty in breathing, nauſea, vomiting, flatu- 
jency in the ſtomach and bowels, depreſſion of _ and 
other ſymptoms of the like kind. 

- Such complaints, if the patient has been ſubject to the 
gout, or has gouty relations, are juſtly imputed to the 
gouty matter leaving the extremities, and fixing on the 
wed or viſcera of the breaſt or belly.
